face of the returns insanity in Chicago 
has increased almost 25 per cent in the 
last five years—a rate almost twice as 
great as that of the increase in total’ pop- 
wation. In other words, while the city 
gains less than 3 per cent a year in pop”- 
lation, the number of insane increases by 
almost 5 per cent a year. 

It ia likely that a portion of this alarm- 
ing increase is accounted for by the fact 
that each year more attention is paid to 
cases of mental disease—that more such 
eases are annually brought to the atten- 
tion of the- public authorities. Yet ia 


tions the experts who give their lives to 
the care and cure of people who are men- 
tally ill are certain that the number of in- 
sane people per thousand of the total 
population is mounting year after year. 
Among the authorities who hold this opin- 
ion most emphatically is Dr. H. I. Davis, 
the county physician, who has charge uf 
the Detention hospital. 
— 
UT the increase in the percentage ot 
insane people in Chicago is not the 
only nor the most important fact devel- 
oped by a study of the records of the De- 
tention hospital. 

According to the federal census of 1910 
there were at that time in Chicago 1,404,- 
000 people who were born in the United 
States; the remainder of the population 
18. 217—were born in foreign countries. 
The proportions are 35 per cent foreign 
born and 65 per cent native born. 

When it comes to the percentage of in- 
Sane cases in these two great classes of 
the population the proportions are almost 
reversed. There were admitted to the de- 
tention hospital in 1912 only 966 patients 
Who were born in the United States, as 
©pposed to 1,366 patients who were born 
in forsign countries. Fre. the immigrap:

U. S. Judge Indicates to Defendant 
She Should Regard Self Fortunate 
in Escaping Imprisonment.

SWEEPS ISLAND; 
REPORT 500 LOST 


Raleigh, N. C., Rumor Says 
Ocracoke Has Been Wiped 
Out with Its Inhabitants, 


MANY TOWNS BADLY DAMAGED 


Washington Appears to Be Worst 
Hit; Fires Break Out as Cii- 
max to Floods. 


HEAVY RAIN DELUGES NEW YORK 


Raleigh, N. C., Sept. 4.—J. C. Blades of 
Newbern, one of the state's leading lumber 
mill men, just back from Washington, N. C., 
declared tonight there is a feeling of cer- 
tainty that Ocracoke island, on the coast, 
had been wave swept in yesterday's hurri- 
cane, and that not a living soul of the nearly 
500 people of the island escaped. 

This belief was based on the high tide in 
Pamlico sound and the ocean inundation. 

Scenes of desolation mark virtually the 
entire North Carolina coast as the result of 
the hurricane which struck this section yes- 
terday. 

One Town Wiped Off Map. 

Dispatches just coming in over make-shift 
lines of communication indicate that the 
town of Bell Haven is wiped off the map, 
while the town of Washington, N. C., not 
only suffered from the wind but also lost 
heavily by floods. 

At the latter point the water was waist 
deep in the street, two railroad bridges, one 
a mile long, belonging to the Norfolk South- 
ern line, were washed away. Docks, steam- 
ships, large warehouses, residences and a 
splendid public building were destroyed and 

The loss in Beaufont county in which 
Washington is situated, alone will exceed 
$2,000,000, it is estimated tonight. 

Fire Threatens After Flood. 

At Newbern several streets were inun- 
dated and the thoroughfares were lined with 
débris. The damage in that city alone prob- 
ably will exceed §500,000. To add to the ter- 
ror of the citizéns, fire broke out during the 
tempest and was controlled with difficulty, 
Two railroad bridges, one of them a mile 
long, were swept away. 

In Aurora fifteen houses were destroyed, 
while at Vandemere the damage was heavy, 
one firm alone declaring its loss to be at least 
$40,000. 

Throughout eastern North Carolina grow- 
ing crops are virtually a total loss, and no es- 
timate of the devastating effect of the wind 
and rain can be made tonight. It is believed, 
however, to be incalculable. 

Heavy Rain in New York. 

New York, Sept. 4— This city for four 
hours ending shortly after midnight tonight 
was in the grasp of one of the most severe 
local storma of the year. Three and one- 
fifth inches of rain fell and lightning played 
among the skyscrapers, striking several 
roofs and setting one or two fires, Taxicab 
service and trolley trale were suspended 
for a while in parts of the city owing to the 
flooded condition of streets. 


FIND NEW MOTOR CAR FUEL; 
COSTS LESS THAN GASOLINE. 


British Experts Declare Coal By-Prod- 
uct Gives Excellent Results—Plant 
for Its Manufacture Going Up.

LONDON, Sept. 4.-A discovery which, it 
is claimed, will revolutionize the motor spirit 
industry and make Great Britain partly in- 
dependent of foreign supplies, is announced 
by a joint committee appointed some time 
ago by the Royal Automobile Club and other 
automobile associations, 

The secretary of the committee says they 
tested a substitute for gasoline which is « 
by-product of coal and which hitherte has 
been unsuitable as motor fuel. The experts 
of the committee made the fullest investi- 
gation with excellent results. 

A big commercial plant is now being built 
and the indications are that, when the pro- 
eess is fully going, 40,000,000 gallons a year 
will be produced. It can be sold at 28 cents 
a gallon, as compared with the present price 
of 42 cents. It is figured that the present 
British consumption of gasoline is 100,000,- 
000 gallons a year.

‘LAWN REVELERS’ 


Qak Park Panel Finds Guilty 
First Four of Forty 
Picnickers. 


FINES: $1 AND $14.60 COSTS

Oak Park juries yesterday returned ver- 
dicts of guilty in the first four trials in the 
cases of the forty Chicago auto picnickners 
arrested for a disturbance on an Oak Park 
lawn. There were three separate trials for 
the four, one man and his wife submitting to 
joint hearing. 

Each of the four convicted defendants was 
fined $1 and $14.60 costs. All gave notice of 
appeal. 

The four are: 

Mr. and Mrs. G. C. Albrecht, 901 South 
Sacramento boulevard. 

Robert C. Burrus, 2740 West Twelfth 
street. 

Martin Barkman, 1258 South Fairfield 
avenue. 

Justice Kendall, who assessed the fines, 
asserted that unless appeal bonds were nled 
early today he will commit the convicted de- 
fendants to jail to serve out the fines at the 
rate of 50 cents a day. 


Albrechts First Tried. 

The Albrechts were the first to be tried. 
The picnickers had stopped to stretch“ 
their legs at 10:30 at night in front of the res- 
idence of Charles W. Shonk at Euclid and 
Washington avenues, on whose complaint 
they were all arrested. 

When the forty defendants appeared in 
court all of them demanded trial by jury, 
Smiles met the looks of worry that went 
over the faces of the court attachés, who 
realized the difficulty of forty juries of 
twelve men each with no notice. 


They Get the Jury Trials. 

“You'll have the jury trials,” the court 
said, 

Constables, clerks, deputies, spectators, 
and citizens were sent out. Men were taken 
off delivery wagons, clerks were taken out, 
of stores and the stores closed, but by 11 
o'clock 480 men—citizens of Oak Park ang 
qualified veniremen—were muatered in the 
court yard. 

“Oak Park calle the bluff,“ was the we- 
tortous sentiment of each man. 

Magistrate Kendall selected ninety men 
for three juries and bade the rest of the 
veniremen to return to their business for 
the day, but report this morning. Then the 
Albrecht case was called. 

Mr. Shonk first testified on his experiences 
the night of the party. 

* was awakened about 10:80 o'clock in 
the evening by a great deal of noise in front 
of my house, he said. I got up and looked 
out of the window. Five auto trucks had 
stopped and were unloading crowds of peo- 
ple. Dach person had some sort of noise 
making contrivance, but the one to make the 
most noise was a man dressed as a Scoteh- 
man, who played continuously on bagpipes. 


to Being Laughed At. 

I put my head out of the window—I was 
in my nightdress—and told them to go away. 
They laughed at me and increased their 
noise. 

„They unloaded a number of cases of 
beer from the trucks, and opened the bot- 
tles. When the bottles were empty they 
would throw them against the house and 
break them. 

„After protesting in vain fer about ten 
minutes I get dressed and went down on the 
front porch with my son-in-law, We tried 
to make them ge away, but they refused. 

„Finally I called the police.” 


Albrecht Denies Noise. 

Mr. Albrecht testified the party had left the 
rooms of the Harvard Benevolent associa- 
tion, South avenue and West 
Twelfth street, in five sight-seeing auto- 
mobiles. They had been riding a long time, 
and stopped at Mr. Shonk’s lawn to “get 
eut and stretch.” He said they ud not

asked Prosecuting Attorney William Moss, 
pointing to the dozen beer bottles that had 
been collected on the lawn and introduced 
into evidence. 

“Mr. Albrecht identified the bottles with 
accuracy.

At 5 o'clock the jury returned with 
the announcement thet it could not agree. 
It was sent out again and at 8 o'clock) re- 
turned with the verdict of guilty. 

Two More Convictions. 

In the meantime the trial of Robert C. 
Burns, another member of the picnic party, 
was in progress. The same witnesses for the 
prosecution testified as before. The Burns’ 
jury came in with a verdict of guilty, Mag- 
istrate Kendall imposed the same fine of $1 
and $14.60 costs.

There are severe cuts on her face 
and body. 

Mr. Cohan has a dislocated and possibly 
fractured left shoulder, severe scalp wounds. 
and lacerations on the forehead and about 
the body. While the cuts on his forehead 
may leave ugly marks, the doctors said he 

probably would be able to leave hia bed 
| within a week or two unless internal injurieé 
develop. 

Mr. Eddinger has a badly injured forearm | 
and cuts about the face. One cut over the 
left eye is a deep and severe one, Both legs 
are badly bruised and there is à possibility of 
internal injuries. | 

Mr. Hope’s left elbow is fractured and his 
wrist aleo. There is a gash over one of his 
eyes that reaches to his ear, which is torn. 
His back is sprained, and Dr. Rowley ls not 
sure that the spine has not been hurt. 
The chauffeur, while badly cut and bruised, 
is the least seriously injured of the party, 

Sam Harris, Mr. Cohan's business partner, 
came up to Hartford an hour efter the ac- 
cident happened. He visited all the victims, 
and late tonight reported Mr. Cohan feeling 
much better and resting more comfortably. 


Auto Crashed Into Garbage Wagon. 

The accident occurred on Maple avenue, 
which is part of the Berlin turnpike just in- 
side of the city limits. The Cohan machine 
crashed into a heavy garbage wagon driven 
by John Gabriel, son of the garbage con- 
tractor. The wagon was turned abruptly 
in front of the Cohan machine, which was 
traveling in the same direction at a speed 
of forty-five miles an hour. Van, the chauf- 
feur, had increased speed a moment before 
in erder to pass another touring car con-

Gabriel turned into the driveway without 
giving the signal, it is said, and the Cohan 
machine struck the front of the wagon, kill - 
ing the herse and throwing the driver out, 
He was not seriously injured. 5

himself and the others were taken out quick- 
ly. The party was rushed to the Hartford 
hospital by a New Britain man who hap- 
pened to be passing at the time in his auto- 
mobile.

Plans to Extend Campaign. 

The coroner is particularly anxious to 
start at once a system of accident preventing 
education in the public schools and has been 
promised the support of the board, superin- 
tendent, principals, and teachers. 

At the request of a committee of principals 
he will furnish to teachers 6,000 copies of his 
quadrennial report containing first aid to 
injury instructions. 

Moving picture demonstrations of how to 
avoid accidents will be supplied for all 
schools by the Chicago Railways company.

CONFER ON MEXICO 


President Thinks Present Ne- 


gotintions Toward Peace 
Will Succeed. 


HUERTA NOT TO SEEK JOB. 


General Says-He Will Aid Any 
Americans Seeking Safety 
Outside His Country. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington D. C., Sept. 4.—[Special.}]— 
President Wilson and Secretary Bryan held 
important conferences today’ with William 
Bayard Hale, for a time confidential agent 
of the president in Mexico. 

As the result of these conferences, the ad- 
ministration, its mind clarified, believes that 
it will be able to dontinue more satisfactorily 
the negotiations under way in Mexico City. 

That these negotiations ultimately will be 
successful is the firm conviction of the presi- 
dent and his advisers. 

They ate satisfied that the ‘“‘ waiting” 
policy advocated by the president in his mes- 
sage and approved by Mr. Hale will prove its 
wisdom through the elimination of Huerta 
and the restoration of conditions of peace 
in the distressed republic. 


Remains Opposed to Huerta. 

Uae thing the president is determined upon 
—that is, that he will not recognize as a con- 
stitutional government ad interim the gov- 
ernment maintained by Huerta. He has 
gone far as it is in granting him recognition 
as the de facto government, and will not 
stultify himself by the additional step pro- 
posed by Sefior Gamboa in his second note 
indicating that Huerta ie not and will not 
be a candidate to succeed himself. 

It has been stated that Huerta would re- 
sign and be a candidate for the permanent 
prasidency. Reports are current that he.) 
proposes to proclaim himself dictator just be- 
fore the elections, Neither of these reports 
will be regarded by the administration. 
Huerta cannot go back, in its view, upon the 
plain declaration—for so the Gamboa note is 
inierpreted here—that Huerta is not an as- 
pirent for the presidency and will not be. 


Problem as to Future Attitude. 

It is becoming clear to the administration 
that it must deal with Huerta at least for 
the next forty-two days, at the expiration 
of which time the elections will take place 
and a new president be named. 

This being true, the problem arises as to 

what attitude shall be adopted with respect 
to the incoming administration. If a man 
like Gen. Trevino is elected to the presi- 
dency, will not the administration have to 
recognize him, especially if constitutional 
forms are observed? 
Trevino has had frequent conferences with 
Huerta and it has been generally believed 
that he has been designated by the de facto 
government to play an important part in the 
game under way with his country. 


U. S. Makes Huerta Friends. 

By its declaration that Huerta must not 
be a candidate for thepresidency, the United 
States appears before the Mexican people 
as its overlord. They feel they have been 
placed in a position of dependency. This 
aspect of the matter has aroused a great 
deal of feeling and unquestionably has add- 
ed to the popularity of Huerta. A dispatch 
from Chihuahua this morning announces 
that the people there have mMmasatituted a boy- 
cott upon American goods. 

Whoever the man recognized by the United 
States, a feeling would prevail among a cer- 
tain class in Mexico, at least, that he was 
the choice of the United States, and as such 
he would face a great deal of unpopularity. 

The administration believes, however, that 
it cannot consider this feature of the mat- 
ter. If the new president should be elected 
in accordance with the constitution and is 
able to maintain his authority and observe 
international obligations, he will have to be 
recognized. 

It was apparent today that the administre- 
tion was inclined to view the Mexican eitu- 
tion as it now stands as virtually the suc- 
cessful accomplishment of the mission for 
which John Lind was sent to the southern re- 
public. 


Takes Too Much for Granted? 

There are few persons in Washington - fa- 
miliar with the Mexican situation, however, 
Who is willing to take the same view 
of the present outlook. Many felt that the 
administration, having gone as far as it 
could in Mexico, was desirous of putting 
the best face on the results of the Lind mis- 
sion. It was argued that too much was 
being taken for granted in the happy view 
adopted by ‘the administration. 

It was pointed out that when the four 
original demands made by Mr. Lind on behalf 
of President Wilson are compared with the 
utmost concessions in the Gamboa note the 
situation has not been materially advanced. 


Pro by President Wilson, 

President Wilson's proposals were as fol- 
lows<t 

An tmmediate cessation of fighting 
throughout Mexico, and arrangement for 

a definite armistice. 

The holding of a free election at an earty 
date, in which all parties are to take part. 

The pledge of Gen. Huerta not to bea 
candidate. 

The agreement of all parties to abide by 
the result. 

Three of these proposals have been wholly 
dropped by ithe United States and are no 
longer under discussion. Of the fourth, it is 
now said that this government has oral as- 
surances that Huerta will not bea candidate 
for election to the presidency. 

That is, out of four definite proposals, 
which made up the president's program for 
the settlement of the Mexican situation, only 
one has remained as a subject for discussion, 
and the administration has, outside of the in- 
direct statements in the Gamboa note, only 
oral assurances that Huerta subscribes to its 
terms, and is willing to eliminate himself 
as a possible candidate for the presidency. 

Consequently, even Democratic senators 
who enjoy the president's confidence on re- 
lations with Mexico, are unable to see that 
any material progress has been made. 


Rebels in Need of Funds, 

A serious situation has arisen in the state 
of Sonora, owing to the passage of a law 
by the state government providing for the 
issuance of paper money. This state ti con- 
trolled by the rebel or constitutionalist gov- 
ernment. 

Inasmuch as the constitution of Mexico 
prohibits any state from issuing paper 
money, the act of the state govérnment is 
regarded here as proof of the insincerity of 
the claims of the rebels to constitutional prin- 
ciples, and is also interpreted as an indica- 
tion that the rebel government is in heed of 
funds. 

Secretary Wan request for a 100, 000 
appropriation to get Americans out of Mexico 
was granted by the house today.

which caused alarm, as well as the fact that 
many Americane have decided to leave the 
country, the president has resolved to recom- 
mend to the proper authorities—in view of

—that they offer in a spontaneous and kind- 
ly manner to cover the difference which 
exixts, and even provide free special trains

„Should there be the least sign ot an anti- 
American uprising,” he said, “the Mexican 
government, well knowing its obligations and 
responsibilities, would suppress it with all 
energy, always within the law from which 
it has no intention to depart.” 

Piven in case of intervention, if it came to 
that, Gen. Huerta said: 

‘The government is most jealots of its 
good name, would put forth all efforts in 
order that American citizens residing among 
us should not suffer in the least at the hands 
of Mexico, and they would only be exposed 
to the consequences which an international 
war of such magnitude brings with it.“

The Thaw lawyers, despairing of defeat- 
ing deportation, have at last begun to make 
plans for resisting extradition in Vermont. 
Counsel have been retained there, it is un- 
derstood, and unless Thaw is sent or kid- 
naped to the New York state line the law- 
vers hope to fight on in the states. 

Thaw was on the stand most of the day 
and made a good witness. Toward the close 
of the afternoon session his inquisitors grad- 
ually worked into the question of his sanity 
and thouch his counsel objected it was of no 
avail and this line of interrogation will pe 
taken up again tomorrow. 


Thaw Lose: on Two Points. 


Thaw lost in two particulars. His lawyers 
were denied a writ of prohibition by Superior 
Judge Matthew Hutchinson at Sherbrooke, 
the same judge who sustained the writ of 
habeas corpus which cast Thaw out of the 
Sherbrooke jail yesterday. He also failed to 
establish hie contentſon that he had entered 
Canada as a tourist, and, like Jack Johnson, 
the negro pugilist, should be allowed to con- 
tinue to his destination. He could produce 
no through ticket to any point outside Cana- 
da. There Was in his possession a ticket to 
Detroit, but unfortunately for Thaw, t had 
been purchated at Coaticook. 


Could Appeal on Stealth“ Charge. 

T'nable to show that he had come into the 
dominion at any recognized port of entry, 
Thaw was practically convicted of entering 
by stealth, and on this charge alone he can 
be deported. But on this charge he could ap- 
peal to the minister of the interior, while no 
appeal would lie should he be found insane 
at the present time or to have been in an in- 
sane asviusn within five years. 

If found of unsound mind now it is within 
the discretion of the board to deport Thaw 
direct to the New York state line, possibly 
to Rouse’s Point. This would mean ewift and 
certain return to Matteawan. 

Conviction, on either of the other two 
charges would mean deportation to Ver- 
mont TY o. 

Jerome Impatient at Delay. 

William Travers Jerome spent an impa- 
tient day waiting for something to happen. 
As chief of the New York forces he hoped 
to have Thaw across the border tonight. His 
automobile steod all day near the Grand 
Trunk railway station in the second etory of 
which Thaw is held, and all day Jerome 
strode up and down the station platform. 
Twenty other automobiles were ready for 
the dash to the line, nine miles away. 

Thaw resented keenly the questions as to 
his sanity. If this were to be taken up, he 
contended, he should be allowed to have alien- 
iste present. Two physicians for the immi- 
gration authorities, Drs. Gurd and Beau- 
champ, were present. 


Quotes Alienists’ Opinions, 

When asked point blank if he was sane or 
insane when he killed Stanford White, Thaw 
quoted, with remarkable show of memory, 
from the conflicting opinions of the many 
alienists identified with his case and lacon- 
ically suggested that the board take its 
choice. He bridled when asked about his 
mother’s condition just prior to his birth, 
and said that perhaps she was better quali- 
fied to answer. 

T. R. E. McInnes of Ottawa, one of the 
fathers of the immigration law, joined the 
group of Thaw lawyerstoday. From now on 
he will seek to find a loophole in the law he 
helped to create. 

The belief was general tonight that Thaw 
would be deported tomorrow. L. T. Mare- 
chal, counsel for the immigration board, in- 
sisted that there would be no strong arm 
work, and that Thaw would be escorted to 
the ‘border in a dignified manner.

Coroner Arrests Fag itteer and 
Flagman in Rail Tragedy. 


TESTIMONY OF MEN DIFFERS. 


Eoth Charged with Criminal Respon 
stbility fer Death of Boy. 


New Haven, Conn., Sept. .- [Special. 
After an all day star chamber inquest into 
Tuesday morning’s wreck of the Bar Harbor 
express on the New Haven railroad, which 
cost twenty-one lives, Coroner Eli Mix of 


New Haven county tonight ordered the ar- 


rest of Augustus B. Miller. ens meer of the 
White Mountain express, and of Charles H. 
Murray. flagman of the wrecked Bar Har- 
bor train. They are charged with being 
ertininally responsible for the déath of Royal 
A. Hotchkiss, son of a local broker, and one 
of the victims of the wreck. 

Miller and Murray were held in $5,000 bail 
un er a corener’s warrant, effective until 
twenty-four hours after the coroner has ren- 
dered a verdict in the inquest Into the catas- 
trophe. Bail for Miller was furnished by 
the local Brotherhood of Locomotive Engl- 
neers and Firemen: Murray was locked up 
tor lack of a bondsman. 


Trainmen Tell Conflicting Stories. 

Both men, who have been detained by the 
coroner in the county jail since the day of 
the wreck as material witnesses, were ar- 
rested after they had given testimony at a 
night session of the inquest. The pair, who, 
it is said, have told widely conflicting stories 
as to the causes of the accident, were ex- 
amined separately. 

Miller, although gaunt and nervous, wasin 
a fighting mood after his release on bail. 

They have called me a scapegoat,"”’ he 
said. “I am no scapegoat. I want to say 
that I have nothing to fear. I am going to 
clear myself. I have been demoralized by 
all that has been printed about this wreck, 
but I don't care so long as the truth comes 
out. That's all I want.” 


Testimony of Trainmen Taken. 

The inquest continued until late at night, 
and more than a score of witnesses, nearly all 
employés of the New Haven road, includ- 
ing members of the crews of the two trains 
involved in the wreck, were examined. 

Only a few witnesses after they left the 
coroner's inquest would tell what they had 
testified or give their names, 

Allen Seaman of New Haven, a fireman on 
the second section of the White Mounfain 
express, told the coroner that he — 
his engineer. Alle Wallace; Robertson, the 
fireman on the first White Mountain section; 
and Miller, its engineer, had taken supper 
together at Springfield before they started 
their run and how at that meal they had 
discussed the foggy weather donditions. 

Miller, according to Seaman, said in this 
connection: We'd better be cautious this 
evening. It’s a mighty foggy run.“ 

At Wallingford, said Seaman, the train 
was flagged and the crew were told that 
Miller's train was wrecked ahead. It was 
then so foggy that the fireman could see 
only about seventy-five feet ahead. 


Inquiry Will Begin Today. 

The investigation by the interstate com- 
merce commission into the wreck will be be- 
gun here tomorrow morning. Commissioner 
C. O. McChord will preside at the hearings, 
which will be open to the public. 

The ground has been prepared for the work 
of the federal commission. Chief Inspector 
Belknap, who has been in charge of the pre- 
liminary work of the commission, went out 
to the scene of the wreck again this morning 
with Mr. Elwell of the Connecticut public 
utilities commission, and a surveyor pre- 
pared blueprints for use in conducting the 
inquiry. 

Mr. Elwell was on the ground Tuesday 
morning before Engineer Miller of the White 
Mountain express and Flagman Murray of 
the wrecked train left and had them indicate 
the points at which, as each remembered, the 
flagman had stood and where the torpedoes 
to warn the coming train had been placed. 
The statements of the two witnesses in this 
regard vary considerably. 


Marks Location of Torpedoes, 

Murray told Mr. Elwell that he put the tor- 
pedoes on the track at a distance of six or 
seven telegraph poles from the rear of his 
train. Miller says that they were only about 
two telegraph poles away. The distance be- 
tween the telegraph poles on this branch is 
182 feet. Elwell at that time marked the 
points indicated by the engineer and flag 
man by ecratching the rails with a cold 
chisel, and these points have been indicated 
on the blue prints. 

“In either case, said the chief Inspector, 
“it appears from their testimony that the 
torpedoes were too near to give adequate 
warning.”

RECALLS 


Fear that an attempt will be made to res- 
cue two crooks of international notoriety 
from New York detectives who are in Chi- 
cago to take the men east has caused Chief 
of Detectives Halpin to plan extraordinary 
measures for the safe removal of the prisen- 
ers from the jail to the train. 

The two men are George, alias Dice Box,“ 
Maguire and Charles O'Connell, alias Soap 
Box, Hardy. Maguire is a product of Chi- 
cage. He was arrested two weeks ago, A 
large number of mileage books was found 
in his paasession that were stolen from the 
New York Central offices in New York. He 
gave the name of Eugene Grant, but veteran 
detectives at headquarters identified him 
as Dice Bax“ 

Gov. Dunne’s first official act upon his 
return to the state capital on Wednesday 
was to honor the requisition of Acting Gov. 
Giynn of New York for the return of Ma- 
guire. His case comes up before Judge Ma- 
honey tomorrow on a continuance, and it is 
probable the court will dismiss it in view of 
Gov. Dunne’s action. 


“Soap Box” Wanted for Theft. 

The other prisoner awaiting extradition is 
wanted in Albany for the alleged theft of 
$1.800 from the State Bank of New York. 
“Soap Box Hardy has a prison record of 
twenty-three years in Germany and ten 
years in Dannemorra, New York. His hair 
is white, but he has it dyed brown. 

Both meh are desperate and would take 
almost any kind of a chance, the police gay, 
to escape. Capt. Halpin received a tip 
that friends of the prisoners might attempt 
to effect their release at the railroad depot. 
There will be a guard of four detectives to 
accompany the New York police. 

The arrest of Maguire recalled a story to 
old detectives, who were at Central when 
Jack Shea was at the head of the bureau. 
„Dice Box in his prime was recognized 
among thieves as one of the cleverest 
“boosters '' in the country. He was ar- 
rested about twenty years ago in a State 
street store by detectives who did not know 
him, When taken before Chief of Detectives 
Shea he was recognized, but insisted he was 
not Maguire. ’ 


Hits Prisoner with Ink Well. 

Shea became impatient and lost his tem- 
per. Picking up an ink well on his desk 
Shea huried it at Dice Box.“ It struck 
him in the forehead and he fell to the floor. 
He was unconscious three hours, during 
whieh time physicians worked over him, and 
Shea, to use his own words, “ sweat blood.”

Lyle and Singleton Keep Up War on 
“Gamblers’ Kindergarten.” 


The end of the “ twenty-six dice game 
the “‘gambiera’ kindergarten “—in saloons, 
cafés, cigar stores, and confectioneries drew 
nearer yesterday when policemen from the 
forty-five precincts in Chicago layout made 
investigations under orders from Chief Mc- 
Weeny. 

The resits of the investigations will be sent 
to the chief today and an order is expected 


from his following his perusal of the police | 


reports. 

Also the chief made clear his instructions 
of Wednesday to the commanding officers. 
One clause of the order called attention to 
the value of the merchandise given in trade 
to the winners at the “ twenty-six game. 
It was: 

Report whether at any place the rule 
prohibiting the shaking of dice for more than 
25 cents’ worth of merchandise is being vio- 
lated. 


Prize Never Less than $1. 

In none of more then 100 saloons, cafés, 
and cigar stores visited by reporters for Tun 
TRIBUNE and investigaters for the Engle- 
wood Law and Order league was the amount 
of merchandise given for shaking “ twenty- 
six less than $1. What action the chief 
will take when he receives the reports he 
did not indicate, but it was declared im- 
probable that he will permit the violation of 
a rule laid down by Mayor Harrison and the 
chief two years ago. 

„That order means, the chief said, '* that 
it is all right to shake dice for 25 cents’ worth 
of merchandise and no more. I will receive 
my reports from the captains today or to- 
merrow and then I probably will act.“ 

Saloonkeepers who have the games said 
the strict interpretation of the order would 
stop “ twenty-six by taking the gambling 
chance out of the game. 


Investigators Busy Today. 

e mayor and the chief will receive other 
reporta on the 2 dice gambling from 
the Citizens’ Association of Chicago and the 
Englewood Law and Order league. Inveati- 
gators from the Citizens’ association teday 
wilt visit saloons, cafés, and cigur stores 
in all parts of the city ta check on the game 
which Seeretary Shelby M. Singleton says is 
as ruinous for young men as the * policy 
shops of Chicago were ten years ago. 

The effect of the search warrants and ar- 
rests of operators of “‘ twenty-six was ap- 
parent in Englewood, With the exception 
ef three or four places, Attorney John H. 
Lyle of the Law and Order league and a re- 
porter for Tus Trrsung found the dice game 
had been abandoned. 

In many of the places where a few days 
ago young men were spending part of theif 
salary every week trying to win merchan- 
dise on which the house netted a profit of 
50 per cent, the proprietors stated they had 
stopped the game because they didn’t know 
just where they stood.“ 

In company with Secrétary Singleton of the 
Citizens’ association and Mr. Lyle, a re- 
per ter for THE TRIBUNE visited forty saloons 
y«wierday. They were on the north and north- 
west side and in Englewood. Many of the 
places which were visited by the reporter 
last week had stopped their game.

A, new angle of the inquiry inte Chieago’s 
dice shaking industry was developed at 
night through the arrest of Morris Stone, a 
clerk in a cigar store at Root and Halsted 
streets.

Latin American Dominant 
Class Sympathizes with 
Aristocracy. 


EUROPEANS FAN FLAME. 
English and Germans Fear United 
States’ Commercial

BY OBSERVER. 

Throughout Latin Amerfica abuse of the 
Yankee, or North American, as the people 
of the United States are called, is constantly 
being heard and constantly being read in the 
hewspapers. Naturally the question occurs 
as to the reason. 

Why is it that the American people, who 
Are, if anything, oversentimental, overready 
to side with the weak simply because they 
are the weak, overready to forgive, and who 
Always come so quickly to the defense of a 
principle regardless of material interest, are 
apparently disliked by the very peoples to 
whom they have shown the most forebear- 
ance? 

To answer this question a comparison must 
be made between the races and governments 
of the Latin American countries and of the 
United States. The influences which are at 
work in Latin America must be considered. 
The character of the people of the United 
States and of their contact with the Latin 
Americans is of importance. 


Primarily Northern European. 

Though every European race is represented 
in the United States,the people are primarily 
northern European, and the ideas and senti- 
ments of northern Europe prevail. 

The people of Latin America are not only 
from southern Europe but almost exclusively 
Latin as far as their Buropean origin is con- 
cerned. They are essentially Latin in their 
tastes and ideas. 

This fandamental difference has trans- 
ferred to this hemisphere the antipathy for 
each other of the northern and southern Eu- 
ropean which has always existed. 

The United States was first settled by peo- 
ple primarily of the English middle class and 
of the type which fought under Cromwell 
against aristocratic rule and an established 
church. This has been the predominating 
influence in the United States and still is, 
though later ayrivals and time have some- 
what modified it. 


Has Appealed to Middle Classes. 

As a consequence, the United States has 
appealed to the middle classes of Burope, 
who, shut off from real advancement by the 
aristocratic systems obtaining in their own 
countries, have come to this country as a 
place in which they were free to develop 
themselves. 

The United States has been a refuge for 
the Protestant driven from Roman Cath- 
colic countries, for the nonconformist and 
Roman Catholic driven from Protestant 
countries, and for the Jew. 

Therefore in the eyes of Eurape we are 
essentially a middie class country, and in 
the eyes of the aristocracy we stand as 
the triumph of democracy as opposed to the 
well established class systems on which 
their claims for superiority rest. ' 


Dislike Shown by History. . 

This has earned for us a dislike which has 
been well exemplified by the history of our 
foreign relations. 

There is no better example of this than 
the hostile attitude of the British and French 
governments at the time of our civil war, due 
to the open sympathy of their aristocracies 
for what they considered to be the aristo- 
cratic system of the south. 

to Latin America, & critical exam- 
ination shows that there is not a single really 
democratic government south of the Rio 
Grande. In all of them the government is in 
the hands of one party governing primarily 
for its own selfish interests and generally de- 
termined to perpetuate ita rule regardless 
of the means employed. 1 
In most of them the ruling class is som 


_ posed of the descendants of the Spanish 


colonials, people tmbued with aristocratic 
notions and determined te perpetuate class 
systems of government. 5 
Where men with Indian Mood in thelr veins 
have risen to power their governments have 
been the most autocratic possibte. 
Consequentiy the dominant class sympa- 
thizes, not with the republic to the north, bat 
with the class systems of Durope. ö 


Standing Materially Affected. 
This materially affects the standing end

ure to mix dily with the people of the 
country, on whole, fits readily enough 
into the existing system. 

Accustomed to a class system at home, he 
readily accepts or condones peonage and 
other semi-feudal conditions. 


Anxious to Succeed. 

The German is above all things anxious to 
succeed. If his tendency is aristocratic, he 
readily fits into the existing system. If a 
democrat at heart, he subordinates his feel- 
ings to his business! Also the German al- 
ways learns the language, and frequently 
marries a Latin American. 

Above all, his idea is never to force the 
people with whom he deals to do things in the 
quickest, most efficient way when it means 
changing a long established Custom. He 
does his work as efficiently as he can, but 
conforming always to existing customs and 
prejudices. 

In these ways, he gains both the confidence 
and good will of the people amongst whom he 
lives. 


Both Fear United States. 

For these reasons the opinions of the Eng- 
lish and Germans concerning North Ameri- 
cans are readily enough accepted. They both 
fear us for commercial reasons, and, as a con- 
sequence, lose no opportunity to attack us. 

This hostility is too often reflected in the 
dispatches concerning the United States pub- 
lished in the newspapers. In many cases 
these come not directly from the United 
States but through European sources. 

While European countries exercise some 
care concerning the news concerning them- 
selves sent to foreign countries, in the United 
States this important matter is practically 
entirely neglected. 1 

As a result those who have an interest in 
misrepresenting us have no difficulty in doing 
so. In many places in Latin America there 
are published English newspapers. These 
are invariably unfair in their statements and 
frequently hostile. 


Worst Governments Nearest. 


Unfortunately, ‘the worst governments of 
Latin america are nearest to us. It was in- 
evitable that their repeated failures to live 
up to their obligations and their continued 
disorder should nevessitate a certain amount 
of interference on the part of the United 
States. 

Resenting this and to cover up their own 
deficiencies, they have not been slow to ac- 
cuse us of being an Anglo-Saxon menace to 
Latin America. They have done their best to 
communicate this feeling to the peoples to 
the south. 

While the North American, on the whole, is 
good hearted, and his intentions are good, his 
manners are often of the hail-fellow-wel'- 
met kind. This the Latin American does not 
understand, and consequently mistrusts. 

The North American, seeing this mistrust. 
and knowing his intentions to be of the best. 


resents It. 

This a on one side and consequent 
resentment on the other frequently lead to 
misunderstandings, which further contact 
only accentuates. 


Criticises Native Land. 


Considerable of the misunderstanding 
which exists is due to Americans themselves. 
Rarely does a foreigner, except in the ex- 
elusive presence of his own countrymen, criti- 
cise, especially severely, his home govern- 
ment, public men, and institutions. Ever 
then he does not do it to the éxtent charac- 
teristic of North Americans, who freely’ dis- 
cuss everything in the presence of arry body. 

This constant criticism of the United States. 
where others praise or defend their own 
country, gives foreigners an exaggerated 
idea of the extent and importance of the de- 
fects which exist in our country, as they do 
everywhere else. 

They, as a consequence, form erroneous 
opiniones, and where they are disputed back 
them up with what they have heard North 
Americans say. 


Failing of One Glass. 


Also there is a certain class of Americans 
who readily accept any foreign criticism 
without examining into the factsof the ques- 
tion under discussion or the motives or train- 
ing of the critic. 

In many of our principles we differ radical- 
ly from upper class Duropeans and their 
Latin American prototypes. 

These differences led to the foundation of 
the United States and have been the cause 
of ite rise to power. Every American should 
remember this, and, as a consequence, should 
be slow to accede to foreign criticism, par- 


ticularly when it is founded, as is so often | 


the case, on an ignorance of fact conbined 
with prejudice born of that ignorance. 

A too great readiness to admit one’s coun- 
try wrong may produce a pleasant glow of 
unusual morality on the part of the admittee, 
but it is in reality a sign of lack of backbone, 
ef weakness, which canngt fail to provoke 
a certain amount of contempt on the part of 
the foreigner. 

Too Much Talk of Abuses. 


This same attitude has shown itself too 
often in our dealings with Latin America. 
There bas been too much asking what they 
want, too much talk of American abuses. 

A careful determination of, and unrelent- 
ing imsistence on, what ie right from the 
standpoint of justice, and not from that of a 
particular olass running a country exclus- 
ively for ite own selfish interests, will be 
better for the people of the country con- 
cerned and, better for ourselves. 

This will bring the respect of those Latin 
Americans whose good opinion is of value. 
and a fear of well merited punishment on the 
part of the others, which will prevent a 
repetition of many of the abuses of the past 
occasioned by our leniency being mistaken 
for fear.

Judge Landis Orders Sheriff 
Zimmer to Have Repre- 
sentative in Court Today. 


SEES INTERESTS CLASH.

Surprised to Find Officials in 
Agreement as to Habeas 
Corpus Writ. 


Judge Landis yesterday took no action on 
the application made to him in the federal 
court for a writ of habeas corpus for State's 
Attorney Hoyne’s two personal detectives, 
James Carlin and Thomas Fiannigan, who 
are wanted in Michigan for illegally * kid- 
naping two persons and bringing them back 
to Chicago without warrant of law. 

The federal jurist, to whom an appeal was 
made ae a last resort.“ following Judge 
Brentano's refusal to grant the habees cor- 
pus writ, continued the hearing until 10 
o'clock this morning. He said it appeared to 
him there was “a conflict of interests be- 
tween the state’s attorney's office and the 
sheriff in the matter, and he wanted this 
phase of the question cleared up before giv- 
ing a decision. 

The judge ordered that Sheriff Michael Zim- 
mer or an accredited representative of his 
office appear before him to explain the sher- 
iff’s attitude. 


Stirred by Biiss’ Statements. 

The court took this position because of 
statements made by Assistant State's Attor- 
mey George Bliss, who said he represented 
both the state’s attormey and the sheriff. 
Bliss told the court the sheriff and Hoyne 
were “agreeable to the habeas corpus pro- 
gram. 

* 1. want to know who represents the vari- 
ous parties in interest here, said the judge. 
There seems to be some confusion on that 
point.“ 

“I represent the state's attorney and also 
the sheriff,"’ replied Bliss. 

That ig impossible,“ said the court. “ The 
offices represent conflicting interests. 

Bliss answered this by saying it was a fact 
nevertheless and that both officials desired 
the writ to issue. 

Then am I to understand the state's at- 
torney, the prosecuting officer of the county, 
is taking the position of opposing the extra- 
dition of men charged with a crime in a sister 
state? And is the sheriff, whose duty it is to 
hold these men in éustody, willing to let them 
go free?” ' | 


Attorney Williams Takes a Hand, 

At this point John C. Williams spoke up 
and said he represented Detectives Carlin 
anu fF lannigan, and both lawyers joined in 
answering the judge that he had analyzed the 
situation correctly. 

Well, I want to hear what the sheriff has 
to say,“ said the court. “I'll continue this 
matter until 10 o'clock tomorrow morning. 
and then either the sheriff or an accredited 
representative must appear before me to 
state what his attitude is in this case.“ 

At the outset of the hearing Bliss told the 
court of the application made to Judge Bren- 
tano and of the latter's refusal to grant the 
writ. 

Well. what is all this about?“ asked Judge 
Landis. I don’t know a thing about the 
case. 

Telle Story of the Kidnaping. 

Williams then gave his version of the kid- 
naping of Charles Schartenberg, an em- 
ployé of THE TRIBUNE; his wife, Martha, and 
their 2 months old baby, while on a vacation 
at Macatawa Park, Mich.. No warrant of 
any sort had been issued for Schartenberg, 
but Carlin and Flannigan went over, tricked 
the Michigan authorities, and brought the 
Schartenberg family back to Chicago under 
guard on a boat. Schartenberg was speedily 
released after reaching Chicago. Subse- 
quently the two detectives were indicted Dy 
the Michigan authorities on a charge of kid- 
naping.

In so far as the 
state courts are concerned, there is no ap- 
peal.”

Lieut. Love of Signal Corps Meets 
Death at San Diego, Cal.

WOMAN HAS CLOSE CALL. 


Aviatrix Nearly Drowned in Bay; Two 
German Officers Die. 


San Diego, Cal., Sept. 4—First Lieut. Moss 
L. Love, Signal corps, U. 8. A., was killed 


today when his aeroplane plunged 300 feet 


to the ground at the army aviation school 
near here. Shortly before the accident he 
began to descend from an altitude of approxi- 
mately 2,000 feet. When 300 feet from the 
ground watchers say they saw a puff of 
smoke on the machine and it dropped like a | 
shot. 

The cause of the accident was not ascer- 
tained. Witnesses say the air was absolutely 
still at the time, insofar as they could tell, 
and the machine waa gliding to the ground. 
The aeroplane was almost completely 
wrecked and there is small likelihood that an 
examination of it will disclose the cause of 
the accident. 

Bleven aviators have been killed in the 
army and navy service since experiments 
were started with heavier than air machines 
in 1908—ten in the army and one in the navy. 

In aviation the world over, 335 persons have 
been killed since 1908, 114 during the present 
year. 


Woman Aviator Cheats Death. 

Santa Ana, Cal, Sept. 4—Mrs. Florence 
Beidell of this city narrowly escaped death 
today while fiying her aeroplane over New- 
port bay. The machine dropped into the 
bay. Caught in the wires, she was kept be- 
meath the aeroplane and thrust under the 
water, unable to free herself. 

Rescuers Jn motor boats extricated her 
after she had been submerged three minutes. 
She wae taken ashore and resuscitated. Mrs. 
Seidell was unable to explain the accident. 


Two German Officers Killed. 

BRING, Germany, Sept. 4— Two more offi- 
cers of the German army’s flying corps were 
killed in an aeroplane accident here today. 
Lieut. von Eckenbrecher and Lieut. Prinz, 
both young men, were testing a new aero- 
plane over the military aerodrome when the 
left wing collapsed.

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GIVES HISTORY OF 
ANGLO-JAP TREATY 


Says Germany Was Loath — 
to Enter Alliance. 


SPLIT OVER MANCHURIA. 
Britain and Germany Had Com- 


pact Providing Open 
Door“ for China. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 4.—That England 
and Germany actually did make a compact 
concerning China in 1900, that Germany did 
not wish Manchuria to be included in this 
understanding and therefore Germany prob- 
ably did not wish to come into the pro- 
posed Anglo-Japan alliance, are shown in 
further extracts from the diary of the late 
Count Tedesu.Mapeshi, former foreign 
minister of Japan. 

These extracts were printed in the Jiji 
Shimpo of Tokio under date of August 21, 
copies of which were received here today. 
The paper shows the work of the Japanese 
censor, but Count Hayashi is quoted quite 
fully concerning mang features of the nego- 
tiations that led up to the Anglo-Japan 
treaty. At that time Prince Ito was in 
Europe, ostensibly on a pleasure trip. 


Diary Tells of Negotiations. 

During the negotiations between the Eng- 
lish and Japanese diplomats Count Ito was 
visited in Berlin by Count Hayashi and told 
not to negotiate with Russia for a treaty at- 
fecting the policies of these nations in the 
far east. 

Count Hayashi's diary states that Prince 
Ito, however, had adopted a number of 
amendments to the proposed treaty, espe- 
clay as affecting Japan's policy in Corea. 
The treaty provided that Japan should have 
a free hand in the development of her policy 
in Corea. 

The understanding regarding China was 
distinct. It provided for the open door and 
for the territorial integrity of China. 


. Germany Eager for Alliance. 
Concerning the proposition to include Ger- 
many, thus forming a new triple alliance, 
Count Hayashi'’s diary states that this pro- 
posal first came from Germany. But Ger- 
many was not desired by Japan as a third 
party, because England and Germany at that 
time were not on especially friendly terms. 
Count Von Buelow had made a speech de- 
nouncing England, says Count Hayashi, 
“and the English people were very angry 
about this.“ Joseph Chamberlain had replied 
to Count Von Beulow’s speech. 
Count Hayashi says: 


for the alliance because at this time the rela- 
tions between England and Germany were 
not favorable. However, such an alliance 
was first suggested by Germany (the Ger- 
man embassy at London). But at this time 
it does not appear that they wish to come ia. 


Germany and Russia Agreed, 

Count Hayashi intimates that an under- 
standing existed between Russia and Ger- 
many tegarding China, although he mekes 
but passing reference to it. He says: 

Therefore, in view of the relations be- 
tween Germany and Russia, Germany in the 
frst place did not want to come in at all. In 
1900, when England and Germany made a 
compact concerning China, Germany wished 
Manchuria not to be included in this com- 
pact. Therefore I can imagine that Ger- 
many does not wish to come into this alll- 
ance. As I said before, the position of Fug 
land and Germany is not favorable, so we did 
not persuade Germany to come in.“

Vienna Meeting Breaks Up in a 
Quarrel Over Finances. 


VIOLENT SPEECHES MADE. 


Movement Faces Rupture Following 
President's Attack. 


VIENNA, Sept. 4.—The Zionist congress 
broke up today in disorder. The president, 
David Wolffsohn, was forced to suspend the 
sitting owing to the tumult. ; 

The trouble arose over an attempt of the 
inner executive committee to secure control 
of the two Zionist financial institutions, the 
Colonial Trust and the National Fund, which 
are vested in separate managements. 


"4 Now Threate 
Thus differences of opinion, whith have ex- 
isted since the movement started, now 
threaten an open rupture. The absence from 
the congress of several notable men, such 
as Max Nordaus, is due to this cause. 

The funds were originally destined ex- 
clusively for a political propaganda and to 
obtaining concessions from the Sultan of 
Turkey, while the executive committee, com- 
posed of the so-called practicals, want the 
money used for the actual work of the set- 
tlements in Palestine. 

Political Faction Opposed. 

The political faction of the congress vehe- 
mently opposed the committee's proposition. 
The speakers fiercely denounced the admin- 


t istrative work of the executive committee as 


opposed to all the best traditions of the 
founders of the movement. 

President Wolffsohn made an especially 
violent attack on the committee and de- 
clared that Max Nordau had, purposely 
absented himself because of the policy the 
committee had adopted. The Russian dele- 
gates also strongly advocated a return to 
the ideas of Herzl. 


CHINESE TROOPS KILL JAPS; 
EX-PREMIER URGES ACTION. 


Party Undér Colors Fired on at Nanking 
—Three Deaths Bring Demand for 
Seizure of a Port. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 4.—During the looting at 
Nanking following the capture of that place 
by the loyalist Chinese troops, eight Japa- 
nese carrying the Japanese flag to the con- 
sulate of their country were fired upon by 
some of the government troops and two 
dropped dead. Another was so badly wound- 
ed that he died shortly afterwards at the 
consulate. 

There is much anti-Japanese feeling among 
the government troops and the Japanese 
flag which was flying over the shops did not 
protect them. 


Japan Aroused at Massacre. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

TOKIO, Sept. 4.—An alleged massacre of 
Japanese at Nanking when the Chinese gov- 
ernment troops captured that place from the 
southern rebels on Tuesday has provoked 
comment in the press here. 

The Kokumin, which is influenced by ex- 
Premier Katsura, who is still the power 
behind the throne, prints an interview with 
Mr. Oishi, the leader of the Katsura party 
in parliament, in which he insists that Japan 
ought to enter an immediate protest and 
claim compensation for the relatives of those 
killed. 

He suggests that some important Chinese 
port might be occupied to enforce the claim 
and facilitate a settlement of the Mongo- 
lian and Manchurian questions.

Charges 5 the Chicago Railways com- 
pany has been maintaining a school of per- 
jury to defeat damage suits and that con- 
spisuous Chicago lawyers have lent them- 
selves as teachers in the school were made 
last night to State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne. 
Frank Rose, 4023 Gladys avenue, formerly 
an employé of Sidney Ossoski, claim agent 
for the company, who attacked Ossoski at 
his residence Wednesday evening, made the 
charges.

Ossoski was mentioned by 
Rose as the leading figure in the ‘ perjury 
school,’ and the names of a number of law- 
yea.e were given to Hoyne by Rose. These 
men, Mr. Hoyne said, are liable to disbar- 
ment and prosecution for subornation of per- 
jury if the charges can be substantiated. 


Spends Hour with Hoyne. 

Kose was arraigned at the Sheffield avenue 
police court during the day on a charge of 
assault and asked a jury trial. He was later 
arraigned before Judge Williams, who‘’con- 
tinued the case until Sept. 10. After his ses- 
sion in the Municipal court Rose went te 
Mr. Hoyne’s office, reaching there after 6 
o’'ciock. He was closeted with Mr. Hoyne and 
Assistant State’s Attorney Frank Johnston 
for nearly an hour. At the conclusion of the 
interview Mr. Hoyne said: 

“Rose has made a number of serious 
chaages which this office will investigate. In 
brief he has charged that the Chicago Rall- 
ways company has established a school of 
perjury in which witnesses are taught what 
to testify at damage suits. Statements made 
at the time of accidents have been changed, 
Rose says, on the advice of the teachers 
ofthe‘ school." Everything possible, aceord- 
ing to the man’s statements, have been done 
to defeat the ends of justice in damage suits. 

He also charged that lawyers have been 
used to advise witnesses to change their 
testimony to make it favorable to the com- 
paay.“ 

Ossoski Sees Muckraking.“ 

Mr. Ossoski in the evening characterised 
Rose's visit to Mr. Hoyne as a muckrak- 
ing attempt.“ 

“I personally, nor the officials of the Chi- 
cago Railways company, have anything to 
fear from Rose or any one like him, he 
said. “‘ He is simply a gutter snipe seeking 
notoriety. All our court cases are open to 
any investigation that Mr. Hoyne or any one 

wishes to make. I am not worried by 
what he has said. It is not worth answer-

Roosevelt Tells the Governor He 
Owes Duty to Supporters. 


VICTIM’ or AN INTRIGUE? 


Says Charges Are Result of Champion- 
ship of Good Government. 


Albany, N. T., Sept. 4-—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt has advised Gov. Sulzer to make a 
“full and straightforward explanation and 
answer in reference to the charges” that 
resulted in the governor's impeachment. 

In a letter replying to two communications 
relating to the gubernatorial situation sent 
by the governor to the former president while 
he was traveiing in the west, Col. Roosevelt 
says: 

Tou owe it to yourself and to all those 
who have suported you to take the earliest 
opportunity to answer the charges made 
against you.“ 


Refers to General Denial. 

Gov. Sulzer made the Rooseveit letter pub- 
lic today without comment. Asked if he 
would follow the former president's sugges- 
tion, the governor referred his interrogators 
to his general denial of the charges made 
by the Frawley committee, issued on the ad- 
vioe of his counsel on Aug. 10, three days 
prior to the adoption of the impeachment 
resolution by the assembly. 

My explanation will be given at the im- 
peachment trial, the governor declared. 


Text of Roosevelt Letter, 

Col. Roosevelt's letter follows: 

“On my return from Arizona I have re- 
ceived your two letters. I thank you for 
them. I believe I thoroughly understand the 
assault that is now being made upon you. 
I have yet to meet a single person who be- 
lieves, or even pretends to believe, that a 
single honest motive has animated the pro- 
ceedings of your antagonists. ° 

“From Mr. Murphy himself to the legis- 
lators who obeyed his directions there is no 
possible question that all of your assailants 
are the enemies of the public, and that their 
alm is to acquire the evil domination of tae 
state goverhment, and that the conspiracy 
against you has not one saving impulse be- 
hind it that can in the remotest degree be 
ascribed to patriotism or civic spirit, or 
to anything save the basest impulse of 
crooked politics. 9 


Cites Invisible Government.“ 

We have never seen a more startling ex- 
ample of the power of the\invisible govern- 
ment under the present system. 

The extraordinary thing is that the con- 
servatives’ upholders of this present sys- 
tem, should have witnessed the decrees of 
the invisible government carried out within 
twenty-four hours, and who nevertheless de- 
nounce as revolutionary our proposal for 
changes in the form of government whereby 
the deliberate judgment of the majority of 
the voters may be executed within a space 
of time no shorter than that required for the 
execution of their deliberate judgment in the 
choice of a president of the United States. 


Duty to Answer Charges. 

Let me add one thing, my dear governor. 
You owe it to yourself and to all those who 
have supported you to take the earliest op- 
portunity to answer the charges made 
against you. That the purposes of those 
bringing the charges are wholly evil I am 
sure that all honest men feel. 

Moreover, I am sure that honest men feel 
that the essault made upon you by your foes 
is due to your having stood up for the prin- 
ciples of good government and decent Citizen- 
ship, even when it was necessary to defy the 
will of the bosses of the two parties, and es- 
pecially of your own, and to stand In the way 
of the success of the corrupt schemes of 
party machine managers. 

But there is also among honest men a 
desire for a full and straightforward ex- 
planation and answer in reference to the 
charges made against you, and I earnestly 
hope that as soon as possible the explanation 
and answer will be made.“

** Ninety-five per cent of the country’s busi- 
ness is in credits, making this a much more 
vital issue than the 5 per cent trade that is 
done in cash. 

Twelve federal reserve banks I believe to 
be too large a number for any set of districts 
to attempt to organize. The number should 
be reduced to about five. With the tweive 
reserve banks the problem would be to secure 
sulficient capital, as none can start with less 
than 88,000,000.“ 

The speaker said that with widely extended 
districts the rates of interest would be high- 
er, working another hardship on the people 
generally.

QUITS UNDER FIRE 


Resigns on Exposure of 
Irregularity. 


SOLD INFECTED SWINE. 
Alleged to Have Made Arrange- 
ments with Packer for 
Slaughter and Disposal. 


— 


Springfield. III., Sept. 4.— Serious irregu- 
larities on thé part of the Illinois state live 
stock commission are alleged in the report of , 
the Illinois civil service commission given 
out today by Gov. Dunne. The governor also 
announced he had accepted the resignation, 
effective at once, of Phil S. Haner of Taylor- 
ville, chairman of the board. 

It is charged in the report that Chairman 
Hener in 1900 purchased at his own expense, 
without the authority of the commission, 
four carloads of razor back hogs for use in 
the state biological laboratory for the manu- 
facture of hog cholera serum, and that he 
later reimbursed himself by taking well fed, 
healthy hogs purchased out of the state 
funds, also without authorization of the com- 
mission. He drew for himself the sum of 
$381, as a balance due him on the loan, but 
the auditors have been unable to find how 
he got his money out of the state treasury. 

Pays for Hogs’ Slaughter. 

It is also charged that Haner made a verbal 
contract with Joseph Mills, a packer just out- 
side the Bast St. Louis stockyards, to slaugh- 
ter hogs at $1 per head, and to yard healthy 
hogs While being immunized for serum pur- 
poses, and that this deal furnished the basis 
for fraud and corruption. 

R. O. Shepherd, state agent at St. Louis, 
was instructed to supervise the work. The 
state constructed the slaughtering plant, 
which Mills is now using as his own property, 
it is alleged. Of the hogs purchased by-Milis 
from June 30, 1911, to June 30, 1913, 1.108. 
valued at $10,000, are unaccounted for, the 
report says. . 

Mills slaughtered the hogs recognized as 
diseased, extracted their blood, and sold at 
least two-thirds of the infected swine for 
meat, according to the testimony of the em- 
ployés, who said these diseased hogs were 
passed upon and inspected by Shepherd, the 
state’s own agent. 

Finances Improperly Handled? 

The report also says that the finances. of 
the state laboratory have not been properly 
handled, in that the fees and income have 
not been turned into the state treasury, as 
provided by law, but that they have been 
held as private account of the commission 
and checked upon.

CASE-GOES TO JURY TODAY. 


Defendant’s Only Chance Rests on 
Change of Jurors. 


San ae I Cal., Sept. 4—The fate of 
F. Drew Caminetti, charged with violation 
of the Mann act, will be in the hands of a 
jury by noon tomorrow. Given the same 
charges, the same admissions, the same 
judge to make the same rulings on virtually 
the same evidence; and the same defense to 
oppose it, his chance of a verdict different 
from that found against his companion, 
Maury I. Diggs, lies only in the fact that 
twelve different men are trying him. 

As the defendant's brother put it to the 
jury today: 

This whole case has simmered down to a 
single issue, namely, what was the intent 
and purpose of the trip to Reno? The whole 
evidence tends to show that the defendant 
left Sacramento because he feared impend- 
ing arrest and articles about to be printed 
in the newspapers. No one but a man 
crazed and maddened by fear of arrest 
would have gone on that crazy trip—none but 
a lunatic.” 

Theodore Roche, arguing for the govern- 
ment, said: 

The contention of the prosecution is not 
that Caminetti alone induced or enticed the 
giris to leave Sacramento, but that he alded 
in inducing and enticing them. There is 
plenty of evidence to show that the girts 
did not want to go.”

IGMARINGSIN, Germany, Sept. 4.—Man- 
uel, former King of Portugai, Was mar- 
ried here today to Princess Augustine 
Victoria, -daughter of Prince William of 
Hohenzollern. 

Cardinal Netto, former archbishop patriarch 
of Lisbon, conducted the religious ceremony.

Reincarnation of Male. 


64 HE militant suffraget is one of the 
, Strange and unusual results of the 
evolution toward the brotherhood of 
man. All her acts of violence are 
mere outcroppings of her former male 
state, Her soul, tenanting a female body fur the 
first time in a series of incarnations, and accus- 
tomed to having a hand in the affairs of govern- 
ment, clamors against the enforced inactivity.” 
Such is the explanation of the suffraget move- 
ment given by A. P. Warrington. general secre- 
tary of the American section of the Theosopical 
society, which is holding its twenty-seventh an- 
nual meeting at the Auditorium hotel. 

First.“ said Mr. Warrington, vou must un- 
derstand that through evolution we gradually 
are approaching the ultimate through a cycle 
of incarnations... The soul has no sex—or 
rather it is bisexual. In the process of evolu- 
tion it uses as its instrument the body, which 
at some times is male, sometimes female. When 
the qualities of courage, strength, and independ- 
ence have reached a point where they over- 
balance the other parts in development, the soul 
by its vibrations crates a female body, in which 
feminine virtues are given a chance. 

“TIT was looking over my incarnations just 
yesterday. They extend back 70,000 years. For 
a while I was a woman, say for eight or ten 
reincarnations. Then would follow a series of, 
say, twelve males. You notice many a mannish 
woman in these days. They probably are new 
in the female body. That is, they have just fin- 
ished a male series and the male qualities show. 
That accounts for the militant suffraget. With 
her next incarnation she will soften down.” 

The soul is so much detached from the body, 
according to Mr. Warrington, that it may be 
driven out and occupied by another spirit. 

“The dislodged soul usually stands beside the 
body for a while,” he said. “If the new spirit 
in the body is a greater spirit, the original ten- 
ant takes notes and learns.”’ 

“Why, I could drive your soul out of your 
body and occupy it myself,” said the theosoph- 
ist, pointing at, a reporter with a menacing 
finger. “But it would be a black crime. If 
you gave me permission to use your body it 
would be white magic.” 

The special envoy of Mrs. Annie Besant, Mrs. 
Marie Russak, is attending the meeting. Mrs. 
Besant, she says, has almost completed the 
cycle of incarnations and needs but one to ar- 
rive at the ultimate, 

The annual meeting will close on Monday. 
Lectures and talks by representatives from all 
over the world are on the program.

E KALB, III., Sept. 4.—([Special.)—The 
employment of convicts in building pub- 
lic roads on the honor system, such as 
the warden of the state penitentiary at 
Joliet has put into effect, was strongly 


session of the country life conference. 
“Pull Illinois Out of the Mud,” was the sub- 


Road Improvement in Illinois,” which eccupied 
the morning session. The speaker was William 
G. Edens of Chicago, president of the Lllinois 
Highway Improvement association. 

“The action of e new warden at Joliet in 
putting forty-five convicts to work on the public 
highway in citizens’ garb and on the honor sys- 
tem pleases me greatly,” Mr. Edens said. Work 
in the open air will improve the health and the 
hope for the future of the convicts and will 
create in them a desire for honorable labor 
when they have finished their prison terms. 

“TI spent three days recently at the state pen- 
itentiary of Colorado and found the honor sys- 
tem working successfully there. Under the 
competition of convict labor in other forms of 
industry a convict may be in competition with 
his own wife or he may be making brooms in 
competition with the blind, but in working on 
the road he is benefiting the state and is not a 
competitor in legitimate industry. Less than 1 
per cent of the convicts try to break away from 
prison when thus employed, and 80 per cent of 
them go into legitimate pursuits when released.“ 

J. H. Dodge, United States superintendent of 
road construction, Washington, D. C., also ap- 
proved of the employment of convicts on the 
roads. 

“T have codperated in the employment of 
many convicts in road making, especially in the 
southern states,“ he said, “and I have foun 
the best kind of help. In the south [ foun 
them the most industrious and efficient help 
obtainable.” 

Homer J. Tice, state repr 
thor of the Tice bill, spoke Of his experiences 
in studying the road question in various 
countries, and especially in France, which he 
said has the best system of highways in the 
world. 

“Illinois farmers are losing $2,700,000 a 
year in comparison with their competitors 
across the sea, who virtually sell to the same 
market,” he said. “Farmers only pay 27.06 
per cent of the taxes, and yet the new road 
bill is chiefly beneficial to them.” 

A. D. Gash of Edgewater, Chicago, president 
of the newly appointed state highway com- 


mission, also spoke.

Oo sure are the members of the !talian 

chamber of commerce that the Colum- 

bian caravels will be returned to Chi- 

cago that plans are already under con- 

sideration for a triumphal entry into the 
harbor Oct. 12, the day on Which Columbus is 
supposed to have landed in America. 

Bernard P. Barasa, attorney for the Italiana, 
attended a meeting of à committee representing 
the various organizations who oppose the re- 
moval of the boats. 

At. the meeting a course of action not yet 
made public was decided upon, by which, Thom- 
as O'Shaughnessy declares, the caravels will 
not leave Lake Michigan. 

“We are going to ask the south park com- 
missioners tomorrow,” said Mr. O'Shaugh- 
nessy, “to call a special meeting to reconsider 
the contract granted to the promoters of the 


cruise of the caravels.” 
-2- 

„Five men who were the custodians of the 
Spanish caravels belonging to the people cf 
the city of Chicago made a contract allowing 
them to be taken to San Francisco, without 
compensation, receiving only a $10,000 bynd 
for their return. It would be cheaper to forfeit 
the bond than it would be to return them, con- 
sidering the risk,” said D. F. Crilly, former 
park commissioner. 

“The caravela were built over twenty years 
ago in Spain-—being built only strong enough 
at that time to stand the voyage to this city to 
be exhibited at the World's Columbian posi- 
tion, at which time they were one of the most 
interesting exhibits at the fair and about the 
only reminder of the World’s fair that we Chi- 
cagoans have. Shortly after the fair ‘these 
ships began to show that they, were not strong 
and could not last long. 

“When south park commissioner I noticed 
that the ships were beginning to list, and on 
examining them with the park superintendent, 
Mr. Foster, we found them to be full of water 
and resting on the bottom of the lagoon where 
they were moored. They were in bad condition 
for want of care and would soon be beyond re- 
pair. At that time they were the property of 
the World's fair commission. 

“TI went to Mr. Higginbotham, the president 
of that commission, to cal) his attention to the 
condition of the ships, and endeavored to save 
him order them placed in good condition. This 
he refused to do, but offered to give $3,000 to 
the south park commission if said commission 
would take them off their hands. This proposi- 
tion was accepted by the south park commie- 
sion, and by the expenditure of $4,000 the 
ships were repaired so as to allow them to 
float, 

“ Flags were added te them, and for the last 
ten years they were a great attraction to the 
people of Chicago and visitors out there in the 
Jackson park lagoon, amidst all kinds of pleas- 
ure craft, helping to make one of the interest- 
ing sights of the city. 

— 

“Those in whose hands they have now follen 
agreed to place them in first class repair be- 
fore leaving the city, and accordingly the ships 
were sent to South Chicago to undergo this re- 
pair. They were there less than two weeks, 
not long enough to make them seaworthy. In- 
junction proceedings were being started to pre- 
vent the removal of the ships, and in all likeli- 
hood the present possessors of the ships heard 
of thie move and hurriedly got them out of 
Seuth Chicago last Sunday, making it impos- 
sible to have this injunction issued and served, 
taking advantage also of the holiday following, 
Labor day. 

“Sickness prevented me from being in the 
city, otherwise I would have endeavored to have 
the injunction served if it were possible. Two 
weeks ago I entered my protest to their removel 
through Tur Tame. which protest was pub- 
lished. I received many letters from societies 
and individuals commending me for my stand 
and urging me to endeavor to stop their re- 
moval. At that time I returned to my summer 
home in Wisconsin, not knowing that the con- 
tract had been entered into, which I learned 
yesterday. 

„1 think the park commissioners have made 
a great mistake in allowing the Spanish cara- 
vale to leave the city on a journey to San Fran- 
ciscd, where they will be destroyed by relic 
hunters and be on exhibition for profit. It is 
goubtful if they will ever return to the city 
where they belong. There are not 100 men in 
this city who favor their departure.”

Some of the pillows I 
made with. little plain covers, some with fanc 
ticking, others of a soft silk, and still others 
embroidered, I was so happy about making 
them I forgot all about the possibility of my 
not succeeding. 

“When the orders began to come in for them 
you can't imagine how happy I was, It taught 
me a lesson I shall never forget, for all of the 
time that I wasted worrying about the possi- 
bility of not succeeding I might have spent 
working and succeeding.”

Garden City, N. I., Sept. 4—[Special.)~The 
Travis-Evansa match was clearly the main 
attraction when the fourth day's play began 
at Garden City this morning. 

These two took nearly all the crowd around 
with them, but the weather was 60 hot and 
stifling that many spectators took as many 
short cuts as possible and did not struggle as 
far as the outlying holes. There was a little 
breeze, but it was hot and unrefreshing. 
Ominous clouds kept creeping higher up in 
the sky and the idle man stayed in the patches 
of shade near home because he was hot, al- 
though pretending he did not want to be 
killed by lighthing. 

Players in the morning round seemed to feel 
something of the lethargic influence of the 
day, and there was nothing to compare in 
interest with the dazzling thrust and parry 
of Travers and Ouimet the preceding day. 
The Travis-Evans match was certainly inter- 
esting but not thrilling. Evans is unques- 
tionably a finer golfer now than he was at 
Prestwick in 1911. 


Evans Putts Poorly. 
He always had an attractive style, but now 


has gained much in solidity and steadiness. 
Finer play up to the hole one could not wish 


to see. His putting, on the other hand, which. 


never is convincing even when succ2safni, 
was this morning lamentable. Several times 
he had two putts for a hole from no great 
distance on perfect putting greens, but he 
could not quite dead and whenever he was 
not quite dead could not hole cut. The re- 
sult was that although he seemed to be out- 
playing his opponent he had to fight terribly 
hard for the lead of one hole which he took 
to lunch with him. 

Neither was Travis at his best. He putted, 
as usual, well and soundly, but the four days 
of hard work seemed to have taken a little 
of the sting as well as the accuracy out of his 
wame. Several times he was downright 
crooked with his wooden clubs, and that is 
@ rare occurrence for him. 


Travers Tries Wooden Clubs. 

The other most interesting event of the 
morning was that Travers renewed the 
courting of his Wayward wooden clubs. This. 
time his brassy seemed less coy than usual. 
He hit some very fine shots, and when he 
does hit the ball with the wood he hits ita 
very long way. Those who only saw him at 
Muirfield in 1000 won't be surprised to see 
how tremendously hard he now hits the ball. 
He flings himself at it with most venomous 
ferocity. 

His opponent, Archie Reid, played with de- 
ligntfully free style and seemed to regard 
the match in the light of a pleasant little 
outing rather than a serious contest. 

Anything more diametrically opposed to 
the British idea of the American method of 
playing the game it would be impossible to 
conceive. Reid was 6 down at the endoftbe 
first eighteen. Had he been 16 down he 
still would have beamed cheerfully and un- 
affectedly upon the world. 

There was some delay after lunch while 
the sky grew black as ink and lightning made 
unpleasantly exciting zigzags. However, 
though it rained in torrents elsewhere, Gar- 
den City was spared and the perspiring um- 
brella bearing crowd soon tramped once 
more around the course. 


Reid Gains on Champion. 
Travers and Reid were first to start and 
Reid had the satisfaction of reducing the 
champion once more to his iron clubs. Not 
that he played badly with his brassy, but 
holes began to slip away in one way and 
another and when his lead was reduced from 
six to two he, reverted to the club in which 
he had confidence, winning in the end by 
8 to 2. 

Travers did not play as well as yesterday, 
but that proves nothing. Those who have 
played much with John Ball have discovered 
that he can do 72 against 73 or 89 against 90; 
in fact, that he can play just as well as his 
adversary forces him. He rises to the occa- 
sion and not unnecessarily higher. In short, 
he has the typical gifts of a great match 
player. . 

Evans ultimately beat Travis comfortably, 
6 to 4, but for a long time he could not get 
away from him, appearing rather nervous 
and ill at ease, especially on the greens. 
Then on the seventh green he holed a long 
putt for a four. This put new life into him. 
Travis evidently was tiring somewhat and 
Evans, playing better, went steadily away. 


Anderson Beats Sherman. 

In the other matches Anderson beat Sher- 
man easily and Herreshoff beat Whittemore 
at the 36th hole. The prospect of great 
final between Evans and Travers grows stilt 
livelier, although Anderson, who has 
played in thé British open championship, is 
a sturdy golfer with sound method, and may 
give Evans a hard run for it.
